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The Purple Mountain is a lofty and abrupt eminence, 
2,739 feet high, on the western side of the Gap of Dunloe, 
and overlooking the Upper, Lower, and Middle Lakes of 
Killarney. The picture is taken from Innisfallen, one of 
the most charming of the isles on Lough Leane or the 
Lower Lake. 
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
